Meeting immediately followed the Revenue Forecast.  Chairman
Bauer called the meeting to order and presented the agenda.  Senator
Simpson made the motion to consider the agenda, Senator Meeks
seconded.  Chairman Bauer presented an amendment that deleted
the Madison window replacement project and added the Ivy Tech
lease project, a Build Indiana Fund project, and a fire safety
equipment loan project.  The amendment was accepted by consent. 
After the discussion of the agenda items, Representative Espich
made the motion to accept the agenda, Senator Simpson seconded
the motion.  The motion passed with five ayes.
